OTTAWA—A comparison between 
the Canadian: income tax rates and 
the new taxes imposed in the British 
people by the Snowden budget rm- 
vealed graphically the ‘burdens to be 
shouldered ‘n Great Britain. A Can- 
adian income of $3,000 pays no tax; 
in Great Britain jt will be $243.33. On 
$4,000 the Camadian tax is $16; in 
Great Brita’n, $446.51. 

The peak in income taxes was 
reached in Canada between 1920 and 
1924. At that time, a $3,000. income 
wes taxed $40, and the assessment 
on $5,000 was $126.

RECENT TRIALS IN STEER 
FEEDING 


(Exper mental Farms Note) 


Invview of the reduced prices of | 
grains, and of enquiries received con- 
cerning the value of certain grains 
fed alone to steers, trials were la'd 
down for the winter of 1930-31 ‘at the 
Dominion Experimental Station at 
Scott. Sask., to compare wheat, rye 
barley and oats. Each kind of grain 
was ground and fed alone, and a| 
fifth lot of steers was fed a mixture 
of equal parts of each of the four 
grains for a check upon the other 
lots. The only roughage used was 
oat straw. The trial covered a period | 
of 142 days from December 8 to| 
April 24 Grade yearling Hereford | 
steers. wore used, all of which were 
purchased at the same.ranch in Al- 
berta The groups were divided ag 
equally as possible accoérding to ind- 
vidual weight and type. Individual 
weights were taken once per month. 
The average gaing per head for the 
142 days were whoot, 218 pounds; 
rye 237 pounds; barley 206 pounds, | 
and the check lo; 230 pounds. Care 
was taken to obtain rye which was| 
free from ergot, and the results of 
th's experiment should no;. encourage 
the use of rye that is not clean. i 

The wheat lot showed a more thrif- 
ty appearing coat which possibly 
may be accounted for by the effect! 
of the bran contained in the wheat. 
After the close of the trial on April 
24 all lots were run together and fed 
wheat chop until June 5. The aver-| 
age ga'ns per head from the respec- |, 
tive lots during this period were 
wheat, 60 pounds; rye 44 pounds; bar | 
ley 47 pounds; oats 63 pounds, and| 
the check lot 52 pounds. The total 
‘average gain per head from Decem- 
ber 3 to June 5 was 264 pounds per 
head but the steers were not well!
